CIIAPTER 1217.

APPEARANCE TERM.

AX ACT to amend section 1763, of the Code, and amendatory of the law providing
when causes in courts of record shall be tried.

Section 1.  Be it enacted by the General Assembly of
the State of lowa, That section severiteen hundred and Firest term saap-
sixty-three of the Code be amended as follows: *except pesranes
when otherwise provided, causes shall be tried at the
second term after they are commenced, unless reasona-
ble cause for a continuancc be shown.”

Szc. 2. From and after the first day of January, A, Laxln force uil
D. 1859, this act shall cease to be in force, and section
seventeen hundred and sixty-three shall be in force and
have the effect that tue same had previous to the taking
effect of this act, provided, that the provisions of section
twenty-one (21) of the Code, shall not apply to this act.
